“The suggestions which, have been 
made to this government since the 
failure of the treaty in Bogota, of a 
renewal of negotiations, have been too 
vague and too extravagant to merit 
the serious consideration of the 
United States, and they were such as 
to create the impression in the minds 
of the people of Panama that there 
was no reasonable prospect of the ac- 


_corgplishment of the object upon which 


their hopes and desires had been set 
for many years. 

“This brings us to the sudden and, 
startling events which have so recently 
attracted the attention of this country 
and of the world. Although there has 
been no lack for many years past of 
the numerous causes of discontent 
and anxiety among the people of Pan- 
ama, it appears that the failure of the 
canal treaty convinced them that there 
was nothing more to be hoped for in 
their connection with the Colombian 
government, which had never proved 
entirely satisfactory. They went to 
work with that talent for prompt and 
secret organization to which there is 
no parallel among people of northern 
blood; they prepared the machinery of 
revolution in advance, and suddenly, 
in a single day, without the firing of a 
shot, with the exception of a few shells 
that were thrown into the city from 
a Colombian steamer in the harbor of 
Panama, they accomplished their in- 
dependence. A government consisting 
of the leading citizens of the State was 
at once organized and proclaimed to 
the world; a part of the Colombian 
forces joined the revolution, the rest 
returned to Colombia, and, so far as 
we are able to judge, the new republic 
begins its career with no organized 
opposition throughout the entire extent 
of the isthmus. 

The. course of the President in this 
conjuncture was marked out in ad- 
vance by all our principles and prece- 
dents. He gave orders that traffic 
from one side of the isthmus to the 
other should be kept unimpeded by 
either party, and charged our officers 
on the isthmus to use thelr utmost in- 
fluence to prevent any attack by one 
of the contending factions upon the 
other which would be calculated to 
cause a disturbance of traffic. When 
it was reported to him that a govern- 
ment capable of maintaining order 
had been established and was working 
without opposition, he did what is al- 
ways done under such circumstances. 
He directed our representative at Pan- 
ama, as soon as he was certain that a 
government capable of maintaining 


by the consent of the people, that he 
was to enter into official relations with 
it. He also directed our minister in 
Bogota to inform the Colombian gev- 
ernment that we had entered into re- 
lations with the new provisienal 
ernment of Panama, and he took oc- 
easion, relying upon the ties of friend- 
ship and the valuable services which 
we have so often rendered the peo- 
ple of Panama and the nt of 
Colombia, to commend to the respec- 
tive governments the peaceful and 
equitable settlement of all questions 
at issue between them. 

He took occasion at the same time to 
give notice to the world that not only 
our treaty obligations, but the im- 
perative demands oof the inter- 
ests of civilization required him 
to put a stop, which we hope and 
belteve will be a final one, to the in- 
cessant civil contests and bickerings 
which have been for so many years 
the curse of Panama.

EVENTS OF THE DAY. 

The events of the day. as developed

Commander Hubbard of the 
Nashville; the arrival in Washington of 
Consul-General Gudger of Panama, and 
the issue of orders to Admiral Coghlan 
to proceed forthwith to the isthmus, 
with the Consul-General. 

Commander Hubbard cabled that the 
Colombian government troops under 
Gens. Torres and Tovar, 450 strong at 
Colon, had departeqd on a merchant 
vessel. He stated that the isthmus, 
from one side to the other, was in the 
hands of the revolutionists. This state- 
ment is ot the greatest importance, as 
the United States government, bein 
bound by treaty to maintain order 
preserve free traffic across the isthmus, 
is now under the obligation to prevent 
any hostile collisions either along the 
line of the Panama Rallway or at the 
termini, Panama and Colon. Thus the 
kuture attitude of the Colombian gov- 
ernment toward the new government 
of mes of little impor- 
tance, for it is practically impossible 
for it to go to war with Panama. 

Officials here familiar with the coun- 
try declare it is impossible to move a 
Colombian army overland to the isth- 
mus, on account of the character of the 
country. On the other hand, if an at- 
tempt is made to bring troops either 
to Colon or bd water, the 
United States naval officers at those 
points would interfere. The United 
States, by force of treaty obligations 
requiring the maintenance of order 
across the isthmus as a necessary con- 
dition to free transit, practically has 
been placed in the position of a pro- 
tector to the new Republic of 
and that, too, regardless of any bias 
on the part of the United States gov- 
ernment toward either party to the 
strife in Colombia. 

A report was current that the Colom- 
bian government bitterly resented this 
attitude on the part of the United 
States government, holding that it had 
infringed Colombian sovereign rights 
on the isthmus and had interfered 
without allowing Colombia itself to 

uell the revolution. But Dr. Herran, 
the Colombian Minister, today emphat- 
ically denied that he had made such 
representations, while the State De- 
partment officials asserted that nothing 
of this character had so far come from 
the Colombian government, directly or 
indirectly.

Bennett, the widow, to pay Wil- 
nam J. Bryan $50,000, was not part of 
the will. The effect of this is to prevent 
Mr. Bryan from obtaining the money 
mentioned in the letter unless the pres- 
ent decision is reversed by a higher 
court, or unless he should be successful 
in legal proceedings against Mrs. Ben- 
nett, in which event the $50,000 would 
the will, 


id under clause 12 of 
hich reads as follows:

my wife, Grace Imogene Bennett, the

The text of the letter was made pub- 
lic at one of the hearings of the will. 
Mr. Bryan was not present when the 
text ot the decree was announced, but 
his atterneys said he would undoubt- 
edly from Judge Cleaveland’s 
decision.

ANTI-CANCER SERUM. 


Dreadful Enemy of the Human Race 
May Yield to it if Treated in Early 
Stages, 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.! 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—A new treat- 
ment of cancer, which is believed to 
mark an important advance in the 
treatment of the dreaded growth, has 
been explained before a meeting of the 
Abernethian Society of St. Bartholo- 
mew's Hospital by Dr. Johnson, who 
has been examining the methods em- 
ployed by Dr. Otto Schmidt of Cologne, 
says a Herald dispatch from London. 

“Dr. Schmidt's opinion,” he said, 16 
that cancer is conditional on the pres- 
ence in the patient of a cancer para- 
site, which produces a structural 
change in the cells of the part affected. 
The difficulty has been to decide which, 
if any, of them is the cause of cancer. 
Dr. Schmidt believes that he has iso- 
jated the specifia parasite. 

“With this parasite Dr. Schmidt has 
done two things—he seems to have 
sterilized it with liquid air, and he 
has also injected it into animals, and 
developed a serum which has the 
power of destroying cancer cells, 
Sterilized parasites he used for one 
treatment. Animal serum he used for 
his second treatment. @fccessful use 
of the discovery depends upon arrest 
of the process, removal of the growth, 
and the fact that no vital organ has 
been seriously injured.”

‘David's Grief Over Absalom.”’ 


eas David had taught him to lie for 
him, he will lie to him. Ahimaaz 
Was unexpectedly to himself smitten 
with tenderness, but not with con- 
scientiousness. He did not feel as 
glib as he expected, but was as facile 
in falsehood as ever. He implied that 
the messenger coming after him could 
tell him everything. 

David's question about Absalom re- 
mained unanswered and his suspi- 
cions were growing. The Cushite 
made a stronger statement in two re- 
spects than did Ahimaaz. He did not 
say that God had delivered up his en- 
emies, but had avenged David, and 
that was start! Then in answer 
to the direct question, he said that 
the young man was disposed of, just 
as all David's enemies should be. He 
tells it blindly, with no sort of feel- 
ing for the father’s sorrow. He was 
probably a slave and besides his er- 
rand was official, so that he would 
have a slave's lack of interest and an 
official's lack of kindliness in manner.

He nobly felt some respon- 
sibility for it, and would gladly have 
died in Absalom's place. 

At the same time we see an exhibi- 
tion of his weadKhess. His wish to die 
for Absalom was more or less selfish, 
unlike Moses's or Pauls unselfish 
wish to suffer in the place of their 


kindred. It was a hysterical exhibi- 
tion of the result of sin. It showed 
a blind “disregard of the \oldiers and 
others who needed ition just 


then. When Joab gently chided him 
he came down from the chambér over 
the wail and greeted the people.

Combining in his career the guilt of 
Reuben with the sin of Cain, he added 
to it a parricidal treachery all his 
own; and having broken every law, 
both of the family and the State, he 
so put himself beyond the pale of hu- 
man mercy that we cannot fail to see 
a fitness in the fate that overtook 
him. We undertake not to justify 
Joab for his disregard of David's ten- 
der injunction, yet none the less must 
we recognize the righteous retribution 
of which, in this instance, he was 
the executioner.

He, with Moses, was chosen to com- 
mune with Jesus. on mount of 
transfiguration. His life is a reminder 
of the dear old truth that all of earth's 
ills are compensated for in heaven. 


He who lifts up his voice for God, 
in a time when other voices are si- 
lent, is following in the train of Eli- 
jah the Tishbite.

Lamps of a certain power are 
required, and in nearly every case the 
number attached to the machine must 
be illuminated at night. In some cities 
the number is placed on one of the 
giass panes enclosing the lamp. in 
many places the number and residence 
of the owner must be placed on the ma- 
chine, in addition to the official num- 


ber. 

The ordinance prepared by the com- 
mittee yesterday does not cover many 
of these points.

MUST CHANGE ROUTE. 
ITEMS OF GENERAL INTEREST. 
At the meeting of the Board of Pub- 

lic Works yesterday afternoon, C. A. 
Sumner was given to understand that 
the Council would advertise no fran- 
chise for sale over the route mentioned 
in his application. Chairman Not- 
siger, as well as other members of

City Treasurer Workman has been 
very busy paying out the city’s money 
the last few days.

VERNON TRACT. 
ENGINEER TAKES A STAND. 
City Engineer Stafford put his foot 
down hard yesterday afternoon on ir- 
regular subdivisions of city property. 
Grider & Hamilton were arguing be- 
fore the Board of Public Works for 


— acceptance of the Vernon Park 
tract which extends from Vernon ave- 
nue to Fifty-first street between 
Zamora street and Compton avenue. 
The tract was laid out with blocks 
1300 feet long and with several lots 
facing on a ten-foot alley. The plat 
did not meet the approval of the City 
Engineer. He said there should be a 
street through the middle of the prop- 
erty running parallel with Compton 
avenue. 

“I will not approve that map until 
there is a street through that prop- 
erty,” he finally declared, after every 
effort had been made to force him to 
approve it. 

Councilman McAleer was prempt to 
second the views of the City Engineer. 
He moved that the map be not ap- 
proved until such time as the subdi- 
vision was changed to meet the ideas 
of the City Engineer and City Attor- 
ney. This motion was finally adopted 
by the board, although a spirited dis- 
cussion as to what was meant by it 
occurred between McAleer and Daven- 
port. 

The city officiala are certain that 
one of the neatest games on record 
has been blocke doch the action of the 
board yesterday. The owners of the 
Vernon avenue tract desired to secure 
a railway line through the center of 
their tract and they firet sulxlivided 
the land leaving a. droad street 
through the center. 

When the Council passed the order 
making it impossible for them to have 
their tract accepted if a right of way 
over this street was deeded to the 
railway company a new -map was 
made. This plat shows a row of 
thirty-foot lots on one side of a nar- 
row alley and a row of fifteen-foot 
lots on the other side. It also shows 
lots that have no exit except by 
means of the narrow alley between 
these peculiar rows of lots. 

The natural conclusion of the city 
Officials was that the owners hoped 
to have their property accepted and 


the alley to the railway company for 
a right of day. A street would then 
be opened up at private expense and 
the rallway would have a right of 
way through the tract without paying 
the city for a franchise. 

Most of the lots in the Vernon Park 
tract have a forty-foot frontage and 
it is naturally regarded as singular 
that the owners should lay them out 
in blocks 1300 feet long. Deputy City 
Attorney Hewitt attended the meet- 
ing of the board and he stated that 
just such shbdivisions in the past had 
cost the city large sums of money in 
legal actions. Sooner or later it de- 
came necessary to open a street 
through the property.and once im- 
provements were made, the cost was 
very considerable. 

Mr. Hamilton of the real estate firm 
protested that he could not afford to 
throw away the land that would be 
required for the street. He said it 
was worth $10,000. In explaining the 
former map upon which a street was 
shown, he said that at that time the 
rowners expected to sell the street to 
the railway company, but could not now 
do so on account of the attitude of tie 
Council in refusing to accept streets 
subject toa railway right of way. 

After the .board meeting the mem- 
bers stated that the map would not 
be accepted and recorded until a street 
was shown according to the original 
plat.

RISON IS NO FUN 
P FOR BELL-BOY THIEF. 


DIAMOND THIEVES BROUGHT BACK 
FROM PRISON TO TESTIFY.

Engvall is Now on Trial—it is Re- 
ported That They Will Swear Him 
Free if Possible in Order That He May

He told the District Attorney that he 
hasn't been able to appreciate the joys 
| of convict life. “It's awful up there,” 
jhe said. "When you get inside that 
prison you stop being a man; you are 
Just like a dog.” 
| Rheinlein arrived in his Whittier 
| Reform School uniform. He does not so 
much object to that. There is some 
‘hope left in him. 

Engvall was greeted yesterday with 
an unhappy surprise at his trial. It 
was a confessoin made by all three of 
the boys at the time of their arrest in 
Chicago. Out of precaution, a separate 
— Was gotten from each of the 

ys. 

The one read from Engvall yesterday 
shows that the three bell hops were 
actually — 28 steal the first jew- 
els they could y hands on, before 
they ever heard of Mrs. Ida Webster, 
the Hotel Melrose, or her $15,000 worth 
of diamonds. 

They all came here from Denver, 

plotting crime. 
- Engvall got a job in the Hollen- 
beck and Rheinlein in the Melrose. 
Bear could not get a job. They sup- 
ported him in a lodging-house where 
they stayed, at No. 553 South Main 
street. 

One day Rheinlein reported that he 
had seen Mrs. Webster coming down 
in the elevator with a lot of jewels 
on and he — 2 they could get 
them in her roo They were after- 
ward ascertained to be in the safe, 
however. 

Bear at first tried to get them, but 
failed, owing to the fact that Rhein- 
lein had been shifted from one watch 
to another. In time, however, he was 
‘appointed to be night clerk. This en- 
abled him to get the jewels from the 
safe. He took them to his room and 
put them into a paper bag, returning. 
the box to the safe. In so doing he

D. C. Jones, a young fellow who 
came to this city a month ago from 
Arkansas, has succeeded in that short 
month in putting himself in line for the 
penitentiary. 

He left his whee in front of a res- 
taurant on West Second street, and 
when he came out it was gone. He 
did what he thought was a fair deal, by 
taking the only other wheel that stovi 
there. He thought the matter over tin 
the next day, then decided to remove 
the name plate from the wheel and «c!] 
it, but was nabbed by the police while 
in the act. 

The sad part of the story is that 
Jones and his brother came here from 
Arkansas with their mother, who is a 
sufferer from consumption, with the 
intention of making a living for her 
while-she strove to regain her health 
and both the boys have been working 
in a box factory. The boy has never 
before been in trouble, and it is in- 
comprehensible to his friends why he 
permitted himself to be tempted in 
this instance, 

He found a friend here by the name 
of Dutton, an old acquaintance of the 
fasyly in Arkansas, who went on his 
bord, and in Police Court yesterday, 
after Justice Austin announced that 
the prisoner would be held to answer 
in the Superior Court on increased bail, 
he was induced to withhold the order 
until Monday morning in order that 
the I bond could be filed at 
once and save the boy from in 
jail before his trial. 

There seems to be no doubt of his 
suit, but his former good character 
ana the circumstances surrounding the 
case will be invoked to Heure the 
=" degree of leniency from the 
court. 


“Don’t Call Mc ‘Scab,’ ” 

Harry Drapkin, the young man who 
goes about with a push-cart loaded 
with papers from all parts of the 
world and yelis in a voice that might 
Wake the dead: “Your home papah, 
heah, got $10 worth of satisfaction 
yesterday. 

Some days ago he had a dispute with 
a young man named Smith, because 
the wheel of the latter had been moved 
from the place it was standing against 
the curb by Drapkin. Ever since 
that time the owner of the wheel has 
yelled “scab” at Drapkin every time 
he has seen him on the street. 

Yesterday it happened for the 
“steenth” time and Drapkin said to 
his detractor: 
or I'll have to hurt you.” 

Smith, who says he is 20 years of 
age, called Drapkin a “scab” and told’ 
him to get busy. 

Drapkin immediately did so. He 
landed like a pile driver on Smith's 
mouth, and put several more in the 
same uncomfortable vicinity, after 
which Smith rushed over to the Police 
Station and had Drapkin arrested for 
battery. 

The facts were quickly told, and 
Drapkin paid a fine of $10 with a show 
of genuine pleasure. As he was about 
10 leave the court, he turned to where 
Smith sat, and, in a voice like an 
earthquake, said: 

“Don't eall me ‘scab’ any more, or

LONG BEACH. 
CHANGE TO CATALINA? 


LONG BBACH, Nov. 6.—According 
to a report current here from the very 
best authority, Banning brothers will 
be willing to transfer their Catalina 
business to Long Beach if the new 
wharf will accommodate their steam- 
ers. One of them, according to this 
same authority, has looked into the 
matter thoroughly and when convinced 
that the new wharf would be longer 
than the old, and that the outer end 
would be especially designed to meet 
the requirements of passenger boats, 
said such a wharf would suit them. 
He further stated that Long Beach 
is the natural place to handle this 
business, being on the direct line be- 
tween Los Angeles and the island. on 
an open harbor of easy access and hav- 
ing the three roads the same as San 
Pedro. They would have had head- 
quarters here long ago but were afraid 
the swell would not permit their boats 
to lie by the wharf in safety at all 
times.

“Looking at the purely ethical side 
of life, we see that the rich frequently 
critizise the poor and the poor return 
the compliment by uttering condem- 
natory remarks against the rich. The 
practice is as unjust as it is frequent. 
If the rich man has been poor at the 
beginning of his career he forgets 
nothing so easily and so willingly as 
the days of his poverty. 

“There are honorable exceptions, but 
as a rule, it is true that when pov- 
erty enters a home love goes out. The 
poor may not boast of being more sin- 
less than the rich: he should re - 
ber he has not the to — 
apply his money. e hear him tell 
of the good he would do it he had the 
wealth of Mr. Moneybag, but he no 
sooner becomes rich than -his 
becomes empty.”
